recurring national necessity. 


It took almost three-quarters of a century for this truth to 
obtain parliamentary recognition; but the amount of work under 
way for several years in Great Britain would probably satisfy 
even Carlyle as regards tenements. 


Dwelling houses for individual occupancy by owners have 
been brought into a wide creation of building activity, as improve- 
ments in rapid transit, and the use of motor stages and auto- 
mobiles have extended the distance business people and salary 
earners can travel to and from work in British cities. Building | 
societies and insurance companies place vast aggreyations of 
capital in building loans.

Bishop Pierre Fallaize, who for 
the past 20 years has been Bishop 
for the Roman Catholic church in 
the North-West Territories, has 
left this city for Fort Simpson, 
accompanied by three Roman Cath- 
olic priests, going into Canada’s 
northland for the first time. 

In order to do his missionary 
work, Bishop Fallaize has mushed 
through the north by dog team in 
winter and has navigated the Mac- 
kenzie river by canoe in summer, 


experiencing many hardships and | 


difficulties during his long years of 
service, 

Rev. Rene Berrie, Rev. Roger 
Bullard, from France, and Rev. R 
Perin, from Belgium, the three 
priests who are accompanying 
Bishop Fallaize to the north coun- 
try, arrived in Canada from Eur- 
ope recently. 

Questioned as to his work, Bishop 
Fallaize said, “We are must suc- 
cessful with the Indians, as they 
make good converts. Once con- 
verted, they do not revert to pagan- 
ism and they live the Christian life 
in its fullest sense. They have been 
afflicted with white men’s diseases, 
unfortunately, and many of them 
are now suffering from tubercul- 
Osis. 

“The Eskimos are much more

Early 
in the last century they took ad- 
vantage of the invention of a Scotch- 
man, one MacAdam, and began to 
build roads of small broken stones 
so that, when the railway came, 
Great Britain had the finest system 
of roads in the world, the best, in 
fact, that had been known since the 
days of the Romans. 

And year by year the repairs to 
the Macadam have made the road- 
bed thicker and thicker until now 
it has become a solid foundation for 
the top-dressing of tar and gravel 
(they call it “tarmac” here) gives it 
an admirable surface for automo- 
bile traffic at a comparatively small 
Which is why one finds excel- 
roadbeds everywhere even if 
the road itself will barely let two 
cars pass one another and even if 
at no point can the driver see more 
than fifty yards ahead.
